\/e enclose copies of the cover letter to Mrs. Lincoln from Admiral 
iiurkley as well as an enclosed letter to Admiral Burkiey from Robert 
r. ennedy authorizing the subse aient transfer. We continue to withhold 
access to the attachment to Admiral Burkley’s letter which listed the items 
transferred to Mrs. Lincoln. The Kennedy family representative has 
again expressed the opinion that the release of this information will be 
an unwarranted invas on of the privacy of the r . ennedy family. Therefore, 
we withhold this list under the sixth exemption to mandatory disclosure under 
the Freedom of Information Act, i. e. , "matters that are . . . personnel 
anu medical files and similar files the disclosure of which would constitute 
a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy . . "
